Evolving  standards 


Anost  An'enean  public  schools  for  more 
«,L^Sian60ME*isOvierfoeyetnrlHlipbe- 
ooroe  more  and  more  embedded  in  biology  and 
even  in  earth  science  and  histocy,  but  it  is  not  a 
pat  of  every  ppfe  In  2013,  new  national  science 
standoixL  were  released,  which  included  major 
changes  in  how  evolution  should  be  taught 

According  to  the  new  national  science 
standards,  the  teaching  of  evolution  would 
be  a  major  idea  that  is  taught  progressively 
every  year  from  kindergarten  through  high 
school.  Parents,  educators,  and  churches 
need  to  be  informed  about  what  this  will 
mean  to  our  children  before  these  standards 
are  brought  up  for  adoption  in  Mississippi. 

After  evaluating  the  new  science  standards, 
the  Thomas  B.  Fordham  Institute*  gave  it  a 
mediocre  gate  af  a  X,*  citing  weak  academic 
standards.  However,  under  the  new  standards, 
foe  two  topics  of  evolution  and  dixnate  change 
are  allotted  large  amounts  of  classroom  time 
and  emphasis.  Students  will  certainly  be  more 
informed  about  evolution  and  dimate  change 
when  Aar  graduate,  but  foey  nay  not  be  better 
prepared  for  scientific  or  technical  careers. 

For  Christian  parents  and  for  churches,  the 
new  emphasis  on  teaching  evolution  may  cause 
even  deeper  spiritual  prootems.  Children  read 
that  the  first  humans  lived  as  cavemen  long 
ago  and  these  cavemen  evoked  over  millions  of 
years  from  apelike  aramals.  They  see  little  rea¬ 
son  to  doubt  these  things  since  mis  is  the  only 
explanation  they  hear  in  school,  the  teachers 
endorse  it,  and  if  s  printed  in  their  books. 

Evolution  will  continue  to  be  taught 
throughou  c  school  as  factual  and  without 
scientific  challenges.  Even  as  children  ma¬ 
ture  and  begin  to  develop  critical  reasoning 
skills,  they  will  be  given  few  opportunities  to

were  warming  up.  I  was  walking  along 
at  a  good  pace  enjoying  the  moderate 
temperatures  on  a  beautiful  new  day. 

I  din  not  notice  what  was  in  the  path 
right  in  front  of  me  until  my  right  foot 
was  suspended  over  it  At  that  moment, 
there  was  no  jumping  power  or  help  to 
leap.

(BMC)  has  purchased  the  for¬ 
mer  Blue  Mountain  Children’s 
Home  that  will  soon  serve  as  a 
men’s  dormitory. 

‘In  order  for  BMC  to  grow, 
we've  got  to  have  the  space,  said 
Barbara  Childers  McMillin,  who 
is  completing  her  second  year  as 
president.  "This  property  gives 
us  an  opportunity  to  expand  and 
offer  more  housing  options  while 
we  prepare  to  meet  long-term 
housing  issues  on  our  campus." 

BMCs  enrollment  in  2013- 
14  was  532.  The  male  student 
population  has  grown  from  86  in 
2004  to  217  for  the  current  year. 

BMC,  affiliated  with  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Convention 
since  1920,  was  founded  by 
the  Lowery  fondly  in  1873  as  a 
female  college.  Tne  school  wel- 


trustees  approved  full  co-ed' i- 
cational  status  in  2005  under 
the  leadership  of  former  Presi¬ 
dent  Bettye  Rogers  Coward. 

The  Blue  Mountain  Children  s 
Home,  located  1.6  miles  south  of 
the  BMC  campas,  was  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Assemblies 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Church 
for  more  than  25  years  but  has 
been  vacant  for  three  years.  In 
addition  to  the  existing  main 
dormitory,  there  are  also  two 
auxiliary  buildings  an  the  10- 
acre  campus. 

A  complete  renovation  of 
the  property  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  beginning 
of  the  2014-15  academic  year. 
Renovations  will  include  the 


apartments  for  two  proctors.  The 
renovations  will  include: 

■  Updating  the  heating-cool¬ 
ing  system. 

■  Updating  existing  rest¬ 
rooms  and  adding  two  more  re¬ 
strooms. 

■  Updating  and  enlarging  the 
kitchen. 

■  Creating  40  parking  spaces. 

■  Updating  and  enlarging  the 
laundry  room. 

■  Re-fumishing  the  com¬ 
mons  area. 

■  Installing  up-to-date  secu¬ 
rity  system. 

■  Exterior  facelift. 

The  multifunction  funding 
will  be  transformed  into  an  in¬ 
door  practice  facility  for  the  BMC 
baseball  and  softball  teams.
